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Town agrees to pay 
MVSH requisition

Town council agreed 
during its May 27 meeting 
to pay its 2014 Mountain 
View Seniors’ Housing 
(MVSH) requisition. 

The $76,000 bill effec¬ 
tively doubled front 2013 
due to MVSH asking for 
the full cost front munici¬ 
palities to subsidize lower- 
income seniors. The rough¬ 
ly $35,000 the Town of 
Didsbury had been paying 
since 2006 hadn't covered 
the full cost of subsidiza¬ 
tion for many years, caus¬ 
ing MVSH to run deficits 
for the last several years. 

The town and MVSH 
have been at odds since 
October 2013, when MVSH 
sent the town a letter 
requesting the 2014 requisi¬ 
tion amount. 

The town sent a letter to 
Sam Smalldon, chief admin¬ 
istrative officer of MVSH 
on Oct 30, 2013 arguing 
that the requested amount 
was asked for too early, as 
MVSffs audited financial 
statements for 2013 weren’t 
then available. 

As a result, Didsbury 
CAO Roy Brown argued 
that MVSH couldn’t ask for 
a requisition amount from 
municipalities because 
MVSH hadn't had an audit 
conducted yet on its 2013 
financial statements. 

“Council does not 
question the need for all 
municipalities to take care 
of the seniors within their 
communities but at the 
same time, it is the feeling 
of council that it should 
not be up to the munici¬ 
pality to ‘upfront’ payment 
to Mountain View Seniors’ 
Housing when the Town of 
Didsbury does not collect 
the requisition payments 
from taxpayers until June 
30 of each calendar year," 
Brown wrote in the letter. 

The town has 90 days 
from tire dale of receipt of 
a requisition notice from 
MVSH to jray the reejm-sted 
amount 

In the request for deci¬ 
sion to council on May 27, 


Brown said town adminis- 
trators were still awaiting 
a response from Smalldon 
in regard to the town’s Oct 
30, 2013 letter, as well as a 
followup letter Brown sent 
on Jan. 7. 

As a result, town council¬ 
lors passed two motions 
on May 27: to pay the req¬ 
uisitioned amount imme- 
dialely once administra¬ 
tion received “a requisition 
notice as per the housing 
act,” and “that council 
directs our board member 
(Coun. Kimberiey Moore) 
that the Town of Didsbury 
will not be paying any 
interest (on the amount 
requisitioned in January)." 

However, when contact¬ 
ed by the Review, Smalldon 
said sending out the req¬ 
uisition notices early has 
been MVSITs practice for 
the past decade to allow 
for municipalities to bud¬ 
get for that amount for the 
following year. 

“That follows our board 
policy and it is our pol¬ 
icy over the last decade 
... to give (municipalities) 
our expected requisitions 
in the fall. When we send 
them the notice in the fall, 
we send everything to 
them ahead of time, but 
it’s not to be effective until 
January 1,” Smalldon said 

During the council meet¬ 
ing. Coun. Lavar Adams 
said the Town of Didsbury 
Iras historically been a 
good customer of MVSH 
and has alw ays paid its bill 
on time This year, it didn’t 
pay the requisition within 
the 90 days because it was 
awaiting answers to ques¬ 
tions posed by Brown in 
the letters, to which MVSH 
hadn’t responded 

Moore said at the Last 
MVSH board merging, eltair 
Bruce Beattie indicated 
that liidsbury was tin 1 tone 
municipal partner not to 
pay its 2014 requisition yet. 

“I think it’s prudent 
to pay and pull our fair 
weight,” Adams said. 

“I think we should pay 
it,” agreed Coun. Garth 
Hollinger, “but we need an 
answer to these letters."

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Didsbury firefighters 
compete at challenge

Eight members of the fire depart¬ 
ment attended the Southern Prairie 
Firefit Combat Challenge in Medicine 
Hat, including father and son members 
Lome mid Matt Code. 

The competition consisted of indi¬ 
vidual members doing a six-task obsta¬ 
cle course-type series of timed events, 
a pairs competition and a four-member 
team competition.The races are run in 
full firefighter gear and involve tasks 
such as pulling a hose up a platform 
equivalent to six storeys in the air, 
descending those six storeys and rac¬ 
ing toward a cinder block and moving 
it with a mallet about one metre and 
carrying an 83-ldlogram dummy for a 
distance. 

Prior to the competition, Craig 
Martin, one of the participants in the 
challenge, said members were hoping 
to qualify for the national competition, 
as happened in 2013. 


“This year we’d like to do the same. 
We’d like to have times (that qualify). 
This year, myself and another member, 
we’re shooting for under two minutes, 
which is a very challenging t-a.sk to 
accomplish," he said. 

Martin said all of the tasks have 
practical application when members 
actually go out to a fire. 

“It sure does (act as good training 
for real fires). We train for about four 
months before going to these tourna¬ 
ments,” he said. 

Martin said it’s a boost of confidence 
for members of smaller, volunteer 
departments to go head to head against 
members of professional firefighting 
teams from larger municipalities and 
hold their own. 

“It’s just really neat to see smaller 
departments placing amongst some of 
the career departments like Edmonton 
and Calgary and running alongside 
those guys. It just shows how dedi¬ 
cated our volunteers are," he said.

Charges laid against 
Plains Midstream

Environmental charg¬ 
es have been laid against 
Plains Midstream 
Canada ULC, two years 
after 2,900 barrels 
of sour crude oil was 
released into the Red 
Deer River near Sundre. 

The incident occurred 
on June 7, 2012, and the 
oil was released from the 
company’s Rangeland 
pipeline, according 
to an Alberta Energy 
Regulator press release. 

The release was made 


public on Friday and 
states that the charges 
include a federal charge 
under the Fisheries Act 
as well as a provincial 
charge for failing to 
report a release of crude 
oil from a pipeline as 
required under Alberta 
law. 

“The provincial envi¬ 
ronmental charge 
stems from an Alberta 
Environment and 
Sustainable Resource 
Development (ESRD) 
investigation that 
found the company 
failed to report the 


release as required 
within Alberta’s 
Environmental 
Protection and 

Enhancement Act 
(EPEA),” reads the 
release. 

“On March 29, 2014, 
the Alberta Energy 
Regulator (AER) 
assumed jurisdiction 
for the matter under 
the Responsible Energy 
Development Act and 
the investigation was 
turned over to Alberta’s 
new single regulator of 
energy development in 
Alberta."

Court Joyce McCoy pro¬ 
posed the motioas at the 
May 27 council meeting as 
a way for the public to get 
a better idea of where and 
how councillors and the 
CAO spend money. 

McCoy said she thought 
an itemized list of expens¬

When the mayor, coun¬ 
cillors and tire CAO pay 
for expenses out of their 
personal funds while on 
town business, those 
expenses are then reim¬ 
bursed to those people 
out of the council and 
CAO budget. 

McCoy said while coun¬ 
cillors and staff work hard 
on l>ehalf of Didsbury res¬ 
idents, taxpayers deserve 
to know what public 
officials spend money on 
when in service to the 
municipality.

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Town council agrees to support arts festival

The Mountain View 
Arts Society will be 
receiving $500 from the 
Town of Didsbury to go 
towards producing the 
annual festival. 

Society member 
Kathleen Windsor came 
to a council meeting on 
May 27 asking the town 
for a $1,500 donation. 
While council was gen¬ 
erally supportive of the 
group and its objectives, 
many felt giving the soci¬ 
ety the full amount it 
asked for would be too 
generous and not leave 
the town enough leeway 
to support other worthy 
groups when they ask 
for assistance from the 
town. 

Coun. Garth Hollinger 
said he thought the orga¬ 
nization adds a lot to the 
community and was fully 


supportive of its objec¬ 
tives. He suggested, 
however, that the town 
reduce the support to 
$500. 

Coun. Lavar Adams 
agreed, saying that the 
town could make up for 
the reduced amount in 
the form of in-kind sup¬ 
port. 

Windsor told council¬ 
lors that while the mem¬ 
bers of the society are 
passionate about the 
arts, it has been a strug¬ 
gle financially to contin¬ 
ue putting the best possi¬ 
ble festival together. The 
society formed in 2011 
and received funding 
that year from Alberta 
Arts Days. But until last 
year when it received a 
one-time grant of $7,800 
from Heritage Canada, 
it has had to rely on 
the generosity of vari¬ 
ous sponsors to fund its 
mandate. 


“It’s really impor¬ 
tant that we keep our 
expectations low and 
(value) high," Windsor 
said. 

Last year, more than 
2,500 people attended the 
festival, including over 
300 at the quilt exhibit 
at the Eldon Foote Hall. 
Due to the success of 
having the harvest fes¬ 
tival and the arts festi¬ 
val on the same week¬ 
end last year, the plan is 
to repeat that again on 
Sept. 13 and 14. Windsor 
said as long as groups 
have an arts theme to 
them, the Mountain View 
Arts Society will gladly 
partner with them and 


add activities to the fes¬ 
tival. 

“As long as there’s an 
arts component, we’re 
happy to have them join 
us,” she said. 

In an interview, 
Windsor said although 
the quilting exhibit won’t 
be the same as last year, 
it will be expanding this 
year.

than 200 young 
aged 14 to 24 were killed 
and 13,116 were ir\jured in 
collisions in West Central 
Alberta and elsewhere in 
the province. 

Statistics also show that 
young males in particular 
have the highest fatal collision involvement rate 
in the province, with many factors at play, includ¬ 
ing relatively high instances of driving impaired, 
running red lights, talking on cellphones, text 
messaging, speeding, tailgating and overall risk 
taking, the province said. 

And many of those injuries and fatalities have 
occurred on country roads and highways, making 
the issues surrounding youth driving particularly 
poignant in rural communities. 

In effort to halt or even reverse the trend of 
young drivers ending up hurt or even killed in 
motor vehicle mishaps, a new provincial aware¬ 
ness campaign is now underway. 

“The death of a young person is tragic enough, 
but even more so when it could have so easily 
been avoided. When you drive responsibly, you 
increase the safety of you and your passengers as 
well as other motorists on the road,“ said Minister 
of Transportation Wayne Drysdale. 

While this new awareness campaign is a good 
step and money well spent, parents and other 
older drivers can also play a role by making sure 
young drivers they know are made aware of the 
dangers and are given safe driving tips when 
appropriate. 

Having already gained real-life driving experi¬ 
ence, older drivers have much to offer younger 
drivers in the way of helpful advice. 

Sharing good advice and keeping a watchful eye 
on young drivers can go a long way in helping 
avoid trouble before it begins. 

“Driving requires all your attention. When you 
give it less than 100 per cent, it can have devastat¬ 
ing consequences for you and others who share 
the road with you," said Minister Drysdale. 

With the busy summer driving season now get¬ 
ting underway, it is important that all drivers, 
including younger motorists, know that sharing 
the road means doing so safely and in a respon¬ 
sible fashion. 

Motoring is an important part of life for resi¬ 
dents of all ages. Hopefully this new safety cam¬ 
paign will help make it a safer experience for 
Alberta’s younger drivers.

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Police seek hit-and-run culprit

Police are seeking 
immediate assistance 
in identifying a vehicle, 
after an unidentified man 
sides wiped a 67-year-old 
female who was cycling 
on Rge. Rd. 20 last week, 
say police. 

Cpl. Warren Wright, 
who attended the scene 
on Friday, May 30 - along 
with EMS and Carstairs 
firefighters - said that 
police are seeking infor¬ 
mation on a blue-green 
or teal-coloured Ford 
Ranger pickup truck. 

It is likely a two-wheel 
drive, regular-cab, low to 
the ground truck with a 
notable amount of rust 
on it. 

Based on the passen¬ 
ger-side nurror - which 
was left at the scene, and 
is thus missing from the 
truck - police believe it 
to be a model from 1992- 
1994, he said. 

“I’m hoping fam¬ 
ily members, friends 
or neighbours know 
that truck, and we’ll go 
straight to his house, 
match up the mirror 
and deal with him,” said 
Wright. 

“We’re treating it as 
a hit-and-run investiga¬ 
tion." 

The collision hap¬ 
pened about 400 metres 
south of the Carstairs 
blindline at about 2:15 
p.m., he explained. 

The 67-year-old 
woman, who was sent 
by ground ambulance 
to the Foothills Medical 


Centre in Calgary, was 
cycling northbound, on 
the northbound shoulder 
of the road, he said. 

She was seriously hurt 
when the truck hit her, 
;md she ended up in the 
east ditch of the road. 

After the collision, 
the truck came to an 
abrupt stop, then turned 
around, pulling over on 
the southbound shoul¬ 
der, at which point the 
man talked to her brief¬ 
ly 

She and witnesses 
described him as a white 
male, aged 25 to 35, with 
shoulder-length curly 
brown hair, wearing a 
white T-shirt and blue 
jeans. 

“The male had dif¬ 
ficulties phoning 911, 
and no calls actually 
went through. When 
other passersby stopped 
to lend assistance, the 
woman was calling out 
asking them to call 911, 
because the male driver 
was unable to do so,” 
added Wright. 

The man left quietly 
with his vehicle before 
emergency services or 
police arrived on scene, 
he added. 

“Police are asking for 
the public’s assistance in 
locating the man or his 
truck, and are seeking 
any information the pub- 
lie may have."

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Three DHS track 
athletes qualify 
for provincials

Three Didsbury High School (DHS) track and field 
athletes qualified for the senior provincial ch;unpion- 
ships to be held June 6 and 7 at the Foothills Track 
and Field Centre in Calgary. 

Ben Strautmann and Anna Houtman qualified for 
the shot put and high jump respectively, while Kyra 
Paulgaard will be going up against the best provincial 
high school athletes in the discus and shot put. 

The three athletes all had personal bests to qualify 
for provincials in their last attempts at the South 
Central Zone Track and Field Championships in 
Calgary on May 27, with Strautmann throwing the 
shot 13.01 metres giving him second place, while 
Houtman also ended up second, clearing the high 
jump bar at one metre and 40 centimetres. Paulgaard 
ended up second in both of her events at the zone 
meet with last throws of the discus measuring 28.05 
metres and shot put of 9.79 metres. 

“All those three athletes got second in their events, 
out of... 12 in each, so I was quite pleased with what 
they did just due to the lack of practice we had," said 
Ian Bates, the DHS track and field coach. 

Bates said the provincial competition will be tough, 
because many athletes from larger schools only 
compete in track and field and concentrate on the 
specific events they qualified in. Both Houtman and 
Paulgaard, for example, were a part of the senior 
girls basketball team that won the zone champion¬ 
ship and hosted the provincial championship earlier 
this year. 

“That will be tough because a lot of the athletes, 
they train ... all year round," he said. 

A total of 12 DHS athletes went to the zone com¬ 
petition with the other nine athletes having strong 
finishes but unable to crack the top two to move on 
to the provincials.

to this province," he said. 
“This is not only a place 
where you make a lot of 
money but this is actually 
one of the better places to 
live for a family.” 

The health-care system 
also needs to examine 
whether “allied profes¬ 
sionals," like nurses and 
pharmacists, can provide 
more services by remov¬ 
ing unnecessary regula 
dons to alleviate the work¬ 
load of doctors, he added. 

That workload is partly 
why doctors refuse to take 


come as new Canadians 
and Lukaszuk said he’d ask 
the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons in Alberta if 
it is giving foreign-trained 
doctors an equal shot at 
practising. 

As those physicians are 
upgrading their skills to 
match Canadian require¬ 
ments, he .also suggested 
exploring whether a foreign- 
trained doctor can work in 
an allied profession. 

“So we would still ben¬ 
efit from their expertise 
in a limited capacity, giv¬ 


ing them an opportunity 
to become a fully-fledged 
medical doctor, right? 
None of that is happening 
right now." 

The town has been 
banking on an applica¬ 
tion for a Community 
Revitalization Levy (CRL) 
that would help finance 
uptowne redevelopment 
without raising taxes. 

Under the Municipal 
Government Act, the CRL 
allows a municipality to 
redirect the province’s 
share of property taxes 


students for residencies, 
slowing graduation rates 
from medical schools, he 
said. 

A possible solution 
Lukaszuk suggested was 
paying doctors near or 
in retirement, who have 
more time, to mentor stu¬ 
dents for two years. 

“You’d be surprised 
how many medical doc¬ 
tors would love to do that 
Just giving back to the pro¬ 
fession and training new 
(doctors)," he said. 

New doctors can also 


toward approved projects, 
usually infrastructure. 

But there’s been frus¬ 
tration around Olds that 
the provincial government 
stopped accepting new 
CRL applications this year. 

Lukaszuk would not say 
if his government would 
resume taking CRL appli¬ 
cations but plans to create 
a consultation group com¬ 
prised of members from 
the public and private 
sectors to determine the 
best way to pay for needed 
infrastructure. 


Progressive Conservative 
leadership candidate 
Thomas Lukaszuk has 
much work to do if he’s 
going to re-eam the trust 
of Albertans after spending 
scandals involving former 
Premier Alison Redford 
sent the party diving in 
popularity. 

If his leadership bid is 
successful, he’ll need to 
convince the public not to 
look elsew here after more 
than 40 years of Tory rule. 

For starters, he doesn’t 
want to talk about how 
they’ve held “power" dur¬ 
ing that time. 

“We haven’t been in 
power. We had the privi¬ 
lege to govern this prov¬ 
ince and it was lent to us 
by Albertans one election 
at a time based on our per¬ 
formance,” Lukaszuk said. 
“It has to be earned. One 
MLA at a time. One riding 
at a time and one Albertan 
at a time.” 

The MLA for Edmonton- 
Casde Downs said he was 
the first to oppose what he 
considered poor decisions 
made under the previous 
administration. Lukaszuk 
had said the RedforcHed PCs 
lost the moral authority to 
govern He was later demot¬ 
ed from deputy premier and 
advanced education minis¬ 
ter to the jobs, skiDs, training 
and labour department in a 
cabinet shuffle. 

Lukaszuk stopped by 
the Smitty’s restaurant in 
Olds on May 29 to meet 
party supporters and gath¬ 
er nomination signatures 
for his leadership cam¬ 
paign. 

To get on the ballot in 
September, 500 signatures 
from eligible Albertans 
across the province are 
required in addition to a 
$20,000 deposit. 

In the midst of the 
Opposition Wildrose-held 
Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills 
riding, Lukaszuk said he 
had the numbers and was 
also visiting to re-engage 
PC supporters who felt left 
behind by changes within 
the party. 

“I’m here to meet with 
individuals who have been 
very active in the PC party 
for years and have been 
disenfranchised," he said. 

The Olds Albertan 
had a chance to discuss 
Lukaszuk's plans on some 
local Issues in an interview 
at the restaurant. 

Olds is losing two doc¬ 
tors at the Wild Rost- 
Medical Centre and the 
clinic is trying to recruit 
new physicians to practise 
full-time. 

Lukaszuk said in his 
experience of courting 
doctors from abroad, 
it's not about how much 
money you can jiay - other 
destinations can always 
offer more - but the qual¬ 
ity of life in a town. 

“Olds is a great town and 
Alberta is a great place 
We, number 1, need to 
promote the quality of life 
more when we’re attract¬ 
ing foreign professionals

After hearing from 3,000 Albertans, their report is in. Some of their recommendations include: 

• Increasing the time available to teachers for preparation and collaboration 

• Internships and reduced workload for first year teachers 

• Adopting a formal mentorship program to provide more support for beginner teachers, as well as new school and district leaders 

• Improving evaluation process for teachers and the professional growth plan process 

• Requiring teachers to maintain certification, with evaluations conducted - with the purpose of demonstrating professional growth and continual 
evidence of performance - every five years 

• Increasing access teachers have to technology and specialized supports and services 

• Requiring new school leaders to complete a leadership program 

• At education faculties, increasing the amount of current practicum requirements to provide student teachers with more classroom experience 
before they graduate 

• Requiring post-secondary institutions to look beyond grades to suitability when admitting education faculty applicants 

• Increasing transparency and effectiveness of process for complaints of teacher competence or unprofessional conduct - the Task Force report 
does not recommend splitting the ATA into a college and a union, it prefers the government to work with the ATA to resolve the current issues 

• Increasing empowerment for principals to deal with teachers that need to improve their skills - the Task Force report does not recommend 


removing principals from the ATA, it prefers the government to work with the ATA to resolve the current issues
